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Matt McHugh to Meet with Area Businesses 


(WASHINGTON, D.C.) 
Congressman Matthew F. 
McHugh, announced today 
that he was inviting local 
business firms to meet with 
representatives of a number 
of Federal agencies at the 
Treadway Hotel in 
Binghamton on October 28th. 

The purpose of the day- 
long conference will be to 
acquaint those firms with 
opportunities and techniques 
for doing business with the 
Federal government. 

“Our government is the 
single largest purchase «of 
goods and services in the 
world,’’ McHugh said, ‘‘and 
many of its needs could be 
supplied by firms doing 
business in upstate New 
York.” 

“Unfortunately, many of 
our local firms have not 
taken full advantage of this 
opportunity,’’ he added, 
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“either because they are not, 
aware of what goods and 
services the government 
needs, or because they do not 
know how to. establish 
contact or prepare bids. This 
seminar is designed to close 
that information gap.” 

The conference, which is 
being sponsored by McHugh 
in conjunction with the 
Chambers of Commerce for 
Broome, Delaware, Sullivan, 
Tioga, Tompkins, and Ulster 
Counties, will allow business 
representatives to meet with 
procurement specialists 
from Federal agencies in 
order to learn the intricacies 
of doing business with the 
Federal government. In- 
dividual counseling sessions 
will be emphasized. 

“We purposely chose a 
one-to-one counseling format 
because it will give local 
businessmen a chance to ask

those questions that are 
especially important to their 
own firms,’’ McHugh said. 

Two ninety minute 
seminars will also be held. 
The first, focusing upon the 
rapidly developing export 
market, will be conducted by 
the Department of Com- 
merce. The second, dealing 
with bid preparation, will be 
run by the Defense Depart- 
ment. 

Another feature of the 
program will be a luncheon 
address by John Dyson, 
Commissioner of the New 


York State Department of 
Commerce. The _ luncheon 
will be held at 12:30 p.m., 
after which the counseling 
sessions will resume. The 
schedule calls for the con- 
ference to end by 3:30 p.m. 

McHugh said that 19

prime contractors had been 
invited to the conference.

It does not seem proper 
to restrict this service when any outside church offers it 
daily. 

Article three continues the College’s restriction of the 
individual’s prerogative to attend mass of his choice at any 
time. The College has conceded to allow denominations, “‘. . 
. upon the request of a recognized student organization or 
group of students representing a significant sement of the 
College population’’ to hold limited services on days 
recognized by the denomination, and which may require 
attendance. This does not provide the opportunity for an 
individual or small assembly to attend mass any time, but 
only when they desire counselling. It does not allow them to 
practice an individual conviction guaranteed by the Con- 
stitution. They may if they become part of ‘‘a significant 
segment of the College population.” 

It ought to be asked of the Board of Trustees what 
“counselling”’ is in the religious context. Is it only a one-on- 
one therapy session, and not a group participation? Clearly, 


when an individual is offered only counselling by his 


minister of his choice, and is not allowed to freely express 
his religious conviction, something must change. And why 
should he wait until 12:00 Wednesday when he needs it 9:00 
Monday? 
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Every day, many of you receive a newspaper. In fact, 
there are over 97 thousand papers printed daily in 
Binghamton alone. 

After being read, these papers take many and varied 
paths. Some literally "go to the birds, while others are 
burned, used as seat covers, used for our cats and dogs, or 
merely thrown away. This is a terrible waste. Over 600,000 
papers are being wasted weekly. 

This paper is one of our little known and little used 
resources. Of course everyone knows that paper comes 
from trees, but once used it can be recycled. There is even a 
recycling plant in Binghamton. 

Staiman Industries is the name of the parent company 
that deals in paper recycling. When contacted, Mr. Staiman 
stated that newspaper is currently in high demand because 
of its use as a commercial fertilizer. 

The going rate for recycling at the plant is $1.50 per 
hundred pounds of newspaper. That means that for every 
one hundred pounds collected and delivered, Staiman In- 
dustries pays you $1.50. That computes to $30-ton. 

That may not seem like much, but if you figure that each 
paper weizhs one pound (actually a low number), over 45 
tons of recyclable paper goes to waste. 

The money is available and the need is there, so why don’t 
more people use this to help the environment while helping 
themselves?

He hides behind a Vestal 
Varsity Soccer jacket. At 
first glance you can tell he 
wears the ‘school’ green and 
gold proudly, although you 
may not recognize the 5’6” 
and 135 pounder on campus 
at first glance. He is humbly 
modest in appearance; but, 
just put him in his soccer 
duds . . . and give him a pair 
of soccer spikes—and then 
you’ll see the real Kevin 
Hughes . . . Kevin Hughes the 
Broome soccer player. 

Kevin, a senior, from 
Vestal, was last year’s 
scoring leader for Coach 
William Davenports Hor- 
nets—and presently he has 
already surpassed the total 
of goals with 12 so far this 
season. And barring any 
unforeseen injuries—Kevin 


The challenger stumbled 
wearily back to his corner. 
Several feet across the 
canvas sat the tired and 
exhausted champion. 

In several moments that 
followed, Muhammed Ali 
would soon learn, although 
not to his amazement, that 
he had successfully defended 
his World Heavyweight 
Boxing title. ; 

Upon the announcement of 
the unanimous decision, the 
frenzied Madison Square 
Garden crowd erupted into 
their thundering chant of 
“Ali, Ali, Ali.’ 

Once again, the boxing 
world was treated to another 
chapter in the continuing 
saga of Muhammed Ali. It 
was all there—the 
promotion, publicity, and of 


is within a reasonable range 
of the two year record of 28 
goals held by Fayes Baskett. 

At five feet six inches 
tall—and one hundred and 
thirty-five pounds, Hughes 
physique resembles more 
that of a hockey buff—unlike 
the typically tall, and lean 
English soccer stereotypes, 
Kevin credits his natural 
talents for his success. ‘I 
rely more or less on my 
speed and quickness’’ said 
Kevin, who has played the 
game of soccer since seventh 
grade,’’ my small size is all 
right at a junior college, but I 
think I would have a tougher 
time at a big four year 
school.”’ 

Speed and quickness. His 
opponents will agree with 
that. Time after time, Kevin 
has lurched back behind the 
enemy lines, and then with 


course, the famous Ali 
mouth. 

And once again, Ali suc- 
cessfully defeated yet 
another somewhat 
unreknowned challenger— 
this one who went by the 
name of Ernie Shavers. 

Not that Shavers didn’t 
give Ali a good fight .. . He 
did. But the truth of the 
matter is that Ernie Shavers 
is not a good boxer . . . he is 
just a very hard “‘puncher’’ 
with a tremendous amount of 
heart. Ernie scored 
repeatedly with hard rights 
to Ali’s jaw in the 2nd, 13th 
and 14th. And only Ali’s ever 
present ability to ‘‘take 
a punch”’ saved him from a 
nap on the canvas. Now, for 
the ultimate question. Was it 
Shavers who scored on Ali— 


all suddenness, has_ shot 
through the opposite 
defenses for yet another 
goal. 

But the notority of being 


‘the teams prolific goal 


scorer hasn’t gone to his 
head either. “‘My teammates 
joke about it alot,’’ he 
replied,’’ but I know they’re 
just busting me. It’s only a 
joke. They’re really great 
about it.’”’ Kevin, who once 
riddled a Broome opponent 
for a four goal performance, 
is an extremely aggressive 
competitor who is consantly 
hustling. It’s his dedication 
that has made Kevin Hughes 
a Hornet novelty. 

But he would like to give 
credit where credit is due. 

“I consider myself a team 
player—although I don’t 
play back on defense as 
much as I probably should,’’ 
stated Hughes. “And my 
teammates are really some 
excellent’ passers and 
Rachael, has been playing 
really great.” 

His praise for his team- 
mates doesn’t end there. 

“Our defense has been the 
turning point in the season.” 
The fullback movements 
have really improved our 
overall teamplay.’’ Ollie 
(Dave Olson), has done a 
good job and All STACer 
Jim Slawta has a really 
good attitude for a 
goaltender,’ said Hughes; 
relating to the teams present 
four game winning streak. 

Whether or not Kevin 
Hughes receives only 
Regional recognition could 
very well rely on the teams 
success on the Region III 
Playoff and subsequent 
Subregionals. It would be 
very appropriate to end a 
two year career that way. 
And no one is more deser- 
ving than Kevin Hughes. 
or was it Ali 
himself? 

Ali,at a tender age of 35, is 
not the Ali of several years 
ago. Gone are the lightning, 
quick zip in his jab, his 
famous shuffle, and his 
technique for slipping a 
punch. Face it, Muhammed 
Ali’s boxing skills are 
getting ‘“‘rusty’’. He no 
longer is the ‘‘greatest.’’ It’s 
time that Muhammed looked 
in the mirror and realized 
that with several more fights 
like the Shavers con- 
frontation—his face ain’t 
gonna be so beautiful. 

Ali says he’ staying in the 
game for financial security. 
Be serious, Ali will never 
have to go begging for 
anything for the rest of his 


punishing 


_ life. 


The only real real reason 
that Ali stays in the ring is 
for his ego and pride. It’s 
those thundering roars from 
the Garden and Zaire, that 
motivate the champ. 
Muhammed Ali just cannot 
accept the fact that he is 


on his way out. But he’d 


better, and soon, before he 
climbs in the ring again with 
someone named Jimmy 
Young or Ken Norton.
